IS IN GREAT PERIL 


Philadelphia, Pa, 
1.— What 


is said to have been the greatest 
flood tttofc has ever bean experienced 
along the Sdhuyllrill river, certainly 
the most disastrous in recent yeirs, 
tore its way down that stream last 
nigtot 'and early tfota morning, and 
from its source to its motttih— 120 
miles— damage 1'hat will reach into 
hundreds of .thousands of dollars 
1ms been? done. 


It was an anxious nigfot for the 


residents and property owners along 
the river, Thus far only one life 
Ma "been lost in -this city. Michael 
Igol, aged 44 years, was drowned at 
7:30 '-this morning in the kitchen 
of Ills (home at Falls of Schuylkill. 
Ifoe height of the flood was reached 
at 6 o'dkftk tthis morning- when the 
river, urihich had expanded to twice 
its widlih, began to slowly recede* 
Communication early today was cut 
off, and information sis to the condi* 
ti'ons in towns situated on Ifce river 
banks was mdagre. 


MELTIKG SNOW AND BAIKS. 
The 
Bustlting of ice and snow, 


coupled wdth 'heavy radns of <tfhe past 
twenty-four hour* in the eastern sec- 
tion of tohe state, was the cause of 
the rapftd rise in the waiter. A few 
days ago the ISdhuyiki'll went up rap- 
idly, then began to fall slowly.

Incalculable damage, however, has 


been done along the course of the 
river in thia city. The water came 
within a few feet of t/he lower girrters 
of the city bridges on!d swept back 
from itflie wh^rf lines for three blocks 
in some places, surrounding dwelling 
bouses, ga«&i)t manufacturing plants, 
inundating railroad tracks, and 
causing a chaotic condition <that will 
take many days to eradicate. 


Several hundred sheep and hogs 


were caught in fche flood an their 
pens Sn the 
abafetoh- yards 
and 


drowned. The yards asre located on 
the west bank of the river above 
Market Sffcreet When the flood began 
to rise albpve tJhe 'danger mark early 
last ttigtot toie cattle were removed 
to ft place of safety, but before the 
attendants could reach the

An incident of Jtiie terrible night 


was the bunting of a large frame 
building at Vine street close to the 
river. The sitmcture was filled with 
lime ^flncQi began to slsck wiien the

finally s/stt tlie place on fire. Waeu 
the flames were first seen the water 
ha*d gone 200 yards east of the 
biuMmg. The fire department was 
unable to rcadh it and the building 
was consumed to the wafer's edge. 


SCENE 'OF DESOLATION. 


When dawn broke this morning, 


the scene along the river was one of 
desolation. There wias destruction to 
be tfeen on every side and as the 
water receded -thick layers of mud 
and piks of debris were left bdthind. 
Several tugs and barges were left 
resting on wtoaj-ves wihere they had 
floated during the1 h-edgiht 
of the 


od^ 'N'ot one of the dozen sfcnoots- 


ers, hofwever, w!hioh <atre tied up at 
tho several wharves received serious 
damage. 


The east and west drives of Ifair- 


mount park are under water to the 
depth of several feet.

Pittsburg, Pa,, March 1.—Western 


Pennsylvania is in the grip of the 
worst flood since the frecord-breaker 
of 1884, when the Allegheny river 
at this point reached" ft stage of 33 
feet, 3 inches and two-jbhirds of low- 
er Pittsburg and Allegheny were 
submerged in from two to ten feet 
of water, causing millions of dollars 
•worth of damage. 


At 0 o'clock this morning the 


marks showed thirty feet of water 
and rising at the rate of from five 
to six inches an hour. Street car 
traffic between the two cities has 
been entirely abandoned. Scores of 
mills have been forced to close down, 
and hundreds of families have been 
compelled to move from their homes. 
March's mild entry into the calendar 
will help the bad conditions and 
many were this morning fervently 
hoping for a cold snap to check the 
rising waters. 


In ?ittsburg, Duquesne way, por- 


tions of Penn avenue, Water street 
and the Point section were inundated 
and the south side river front was 
under several feet of water. In Al- 
legheny, Lacock, Itobinaon, Madi- 
son,

FRIGHTFUL LOSS OF LIFE 
IN 


COLORADO SNOWSLIDE. 


SEVERAL BODIES RECOVERED 


OTHEBS CANNOT BE POUND UN- 


TIL SNOW MELTS. 


MINE PLANT WAS WRECKED 


IT WILL TAKE MONTHS TO KE- 


ST7ME WORK. 


Telluride, Col., March 1,— The num- 


ber of lives lost in the snow ava- 
lanches that swept down ih& sides of 
Smuggler mountain yesterday is now 
estimated from twenty t't twenty- 
five. Fourteen men are known to 
have heen killed, an ungnowu num- 
ber are buried under the snow and 
twelve badlr injured persons are in 
the hospital* -^Mle several oth*** men 
who were hurt are at their homes, 
It is believd that few, if any more, 
bodies can be recovered until the 
snow melts. The most lucid Account 
of the first STJCW slide was ^ivea by 
L, M. U instead, who is employed in 
packing ore from a crusher to the 
tram station. 
STOKY OP fflHfi CATASTROPHE. 


He was in the stable saddling his 


animals, when he heard a terrific 
crashing and rattling. The stable 
grew suddenly dark, and opsning the 
door, he found the outside totally 
dark and the air filled witu flying 
snow. 
Thinking it was a terrific 


gust of wind, he slammed the stable 
door shut and waited a few seconds. 
He peered through a crack and as it 
grew light again he opened the door 
and saw the tram cable swinging 
about and "buckets rolling do*m the 
hill. As the snow in the air settled 
he stepped out and could see no 
signs of the boarding house and 
bunk house. Then looking down the 
hill, he saw boards and timbers 
sticking out of the snow and scat- 
tered about. 


He then -went up to where the ore 


and tram house had stood and seiz- 
ing hold of what he thought *was a 
piece of overalls, found lie had hold 
of a man'* 'body, 


Tearing away the snow and boards, 


he pulled out the body of Gus Eraul. 
The body was terribly mangled and 
th3 head 
crushed till it was no 


thicker than the two hands laid to- 
gether. F. C. Clemmer, it is said, 
was sitting at his desk making out 
the time of the employes of the mine 
when the crash came and all the 
books of the company recording the 
names of those employed were de- 
stroyed. The exact number of men 
who were caught in the slide is not 
known, but there were probably not 
legs than twenty in tlie founk house 
and boarding house when they -were 
swept away. Fortunately a large 
majority of the 250 miners employed 
in .the Liberty Bell mine were either 
in the mine or absent in town at the 
time of the accident. It -had been 
snowing for three days and the snow 
and fog were so dense when the slide 
came dowu that it was impossible 
for one to see ten feci ahead. 


TELEPHONE H 
The accident "broke the telephone 


circuit and several hours elapsed be- 
fore * messenger reached the town 
with tidings of the disaster. All 
the doctors available and many citi- 
zens hurried up the mountain to lend 
assistance in digging out the dead 
and injured, Seven "bodies had been 
recovered and five injured men 
brought to town, when a second slide 
came down in the path of the first, 
killing two more men and injuring a 
number of others. 


This was followed by two more 


snow slides, in which Aye lives were 
sacrificed. As the storm still con- 
tinued and the work of rescue could 
only be carried on under the most 
extreme danger to the living, and as 
it was believed that no more persons 
could be alive, it was decided to 
abandon the search for bodies until 
it can be prosecuted with greater 
safety. 


Drs. Allen and Delaney, who went 


up to attend the victims of the first 
snow slide, were caught in the sec- 
ond. ' The former sustained severe 
injuries about his lower limbs anJ 
the latter escaped uninjured^ Both 
were ciiried clown a distance of more 
than fifty feet, but managed to ex- 
tricate themselves* Cteorge Koherer, 
who was killed in the fourth slide, 
had been county clerk and was one 
of the most prominent mining opera- 
tors in the district. H* was about 
forty years old. The damage to the 
mine property it *»timated at $ 
000. 
The tramway terminals are

German Prince's Train Delayed OR 


Summit of Alleghanies by a 


Derailed Freight

Portage, Pa,, March l.-The spec- 


ial train which is taking Prince 
Henry and his party to the west and 


utU was well on its journey 


through Pennsylvania when day- 
light tfame. It had covered the run 
up from Washington (to Hat>ri*burg> 
over the Northern Central line, and 
had there swung onto the main line 
of the Pennsylvania -railroad. 
The 


night's run had put the storm of 
yesterday far "behind and the new 
day broke bright and warm. The 
first halt of the morning was made 
at Altoona, where a committee of cit- 
izens presented an address of wel- 
come. Their meeting with the prince 
was amusing* He had arisen some 
time before and for the first time 
since his arrival in the ^country was 
dressed as a civilian. He wore a 
gray tWe&d sack suit and a black 
derby hat. He was standing on the 
platform of his car when the com- 
mittee filed up and the first man 
bumped into him 'bfefore he sa'w him. 
Apologizing, the man asked to be 
taken to Prince Henry, The prince 
smiled, bowed and 3aid, "I am Princo 
Henry." The committee looked em- 
barrassed but recovering their com- 
posure, went through the ceremony 
of greeting. The prince thanked 
him and then went outside to ac- 
knowledge the cheers of a large 
crowd gathered in the depot grounds. 
The local band was also on hand and 
filled the rest of a ten minutes stop 
with a serenade of popular music. 
There was % warm parting cheer as 
the train steamed out of the depot. 
After breakfast the prince #ot his 
promised ride through, the moun- 
tains in the cab of the engine. A 
stop was made at liilly and, accom- 
panied by Lieutenant Commander 
Egidy 'and George W. Boyd, of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, ne walked 
forward and climbed into the engine* 
J. W. Gilchrist -was at the throttle 
as engineer land the fireman was H. 


* Palmer. The prince shook hands 


with them and taking the engineer's 
seat, directed that the train be sent 
ahead. The run was through a wild 
section of the Allegheniea aud the 
prince was very enthusiastic over 
the ride and scenery. 


The Prince Henry special was held 


here for a time by a freight wreck, 
two miLes west of here. Prince 
Henry left the engine and a sttabbily 
dressed man, said to be a harmless 
local character, attempted to ap- 
proach him, but secret service men 
stopped him and turned (him away* 
It is doubted that he had any intent 
other than to see the prince. 


Portage is near the summit of the 


Allegheny mountains. 


KOBE IN THE ENGINE.

Henry's special was held at Portag* 
fo one hour and fifty minutes until 
the wreckage ahead was cleared 
away, and it was 11 o'clock 'before it 
was again in motion* Prince -Henry, 
who spent most of the way in hi* 
private car, again went forward and 
re-entered <the engine. 
He hurried 


forward as he neared the engine and 
Mr. Boyd, of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road, who was with (hint, sai 
"There is no hurry, sir. Take your 
time to get in," 


"I do not wish to keep you wait- 


ing," answered the ^prince, as he 
jumped into the cab. The special 
was run by the wredt at slow speed, 
and the prlnco, leaning from, the cab 
window, watched the burning cars as 
he passed. 


Clear of the wreck, the speed of th* 


train was greatly increased and the 
train officials expressed tihe hope that 
they would be able to imake up moat 
<rf the time lost before the end of the 
day.

ON TEE CENSOR. 


The affair happened after the cap- 


ture of Botha's laager near Knap- 
danr, and the astonishing details 
would not now T»e known, had not a 
trick been played on the British cen- 
sor. The tidings came in a private 
letter from an officer in the field, the 
letter having been mailed by an in- 
termediary at a free port to avoid the 
censor's scrutiny and 
certain mu- 


tilation. 


It will be remembered that when 


Bimington's troops made the night 
attack at Knapdaar they 
captured 


several prisoners and the camp equip- 
ment of the Boers. Among the men 
taken was General (Louis Botha, but 
the British did not recognize him 
and the other prisoners took care to 
shield him in every possible manner. 


After the pursuit of the fugitives 


had ended the captured men were 
divided into groups, and Botha, for- 
tunately for him, was included in the 
number that was intrusted to the 
care of the rear guard. 


BOTHA (MAXES ESCAPE. 


Another force of the Boers, hearing 


'of the disaster to the main body and 
that their general had been captured, 
menaced the British, command. 
In 


the confusion of the expected attack 
the body of British troops that held 
Borha as their prisoner permitted a 
few of the burgbers to escape, and 
among the number was the redoubt- 
able Botha. 


It was reported at the time that 


Botha got away in a Cape cart after 
being pursued seven miles. 
Noth- 


ing of the kind occurred. The gen- 
eral quickly rejoined his fleeing com- 
mando and got quickly out of danger. 


One thing is certain, and that is 


that the censorship has recently been 
tightened. 
Dispatches received are 


now two to six days after date and

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KITCHENER REPORTS VICTORY. 


London, March 1.*—Following the 


precedent of Lord Roberts, who an- 
nounced General Oronje's surrender 
at Paardeburg on the anniversary of 
the battle of Majuba Hill (February 
27, 1881), Lord Kitchener apparent- 
ly selected the same anniversary to 
achieve a big success by a combined 
movement lasting two days against 
the Boer forces within the Hani- 
smith and Van Reenen line of block- 
houses. The Boer losses aggregate 
600 mea killed 
or captured 
and 


2,000 horses and28,000head of cattle 
fell into the hands 6f the British 
troops. 


This news was so welcome to the 


British that it was read out in the 
house of commons by the war secre- 
tary, "Mr, Brodrick, from a dispatch 
of Lord Xitchener, dated at Harri- 
smith yesterday, and reading as fol- 
lows: 


Yestcrday the combined 
opera- 


tions of the columns terminated in 
driving the Boers against the Harri- 
smith and Van Reenen blockhouse 
line. The River Wilge was held by 
the Leinster regiment and Elliott's 
mounted infantry from Harrismith, 
while the columns formed on the 
Frankfort and Bothas Pass block- 
house line and advanced south, hold- 
ing the entire country -between the 
Wilge and the Natal frontier. On 
the first night a very severe attempt 
to break through was made at a point 
between Rimlngton's 
and Byng's 


columns and the New Zealanders be- 
haved with great gallantry. 


FIGHT AT CLOSE QUARTERS. 
"The fighting was at close quar- 


ters, and the Boers, as usual, drove 
a large herd of cattle in front of 
them. Xanie Botha, the Boer leader, 
v&s killed and thirty-five dead Boers 
w#re found on the ground. Over 100 


w*n kill*d ud 6,000 b«id of 


CAttle w»r» Itft in our hands. Other 
small attempts to break out were 
made, and in two caws uicceeded. 
On the last day 450 Boers, with rifles 
and horses, were captured. 


"All the columns have not yet re- 


ported and the operations have been 
very wide, but over 600 Boers have 
either been killed or are prisoners in 
our hands; also 2,000 horses, 28,000 
head of cattle, 200 wagons, 60,000 
sheep, 600 rifles and 50,000 rounds 
of ammunition. The prisoners in- 
clude General DeWet's son and bis 
secretary, Commandants Meyer and 
Truther and several field cornets. 
These satisfactory results are very 
appropriate on the 
anniversary of 


Majtfba." 


In response to an inquiry made by 


the government as to the fate of an 
escort of convoy of empty wagons, 
which, according to a dispatch from 
Lord Kitchener, made public Febru- 
ary 26, was attacked and captured by 
the 'Boers southwest of Klerksdorp, 
Transvaal Colony, February 24, Lord 
Kitchener has cabled the following 
message: 


"A report has just been received 


that sixteen officers and 451 men 
were taken prisoners. Of these one 
officer and 105 men have been re* 
leased. Colonel Anderson, of the im- 
perial yeomanry, who commanded, is 
still a prisoner. Major 
Enderby 


who commanded the infantry, was 
wounded. Hence the delay in obtain- 
ing definite information."

DGRILLERS GET A TEXAS OITSHEB 


IN ADAMS COUNTY. 


Well on Studebaker farm Bast of 


Berne Shows a 
Be cord of 


3,500 Barrels Daily. ' 


Berne, Ind., March 1.—The best oil 


producer in this part of the country 
was struck on the Studebaker farm, 
four miles east of this place, Thurs- 
day evening. The well flowed with- 
out shooting 1,750 barrels of oil in 
twelve hours, ^rom 7 o'clock last 
evening until 7 this morning seven 
250 barrel tanks were filled. 


The drill had entered into the sand 


a distance of twenty feet when oil 
was struck. The strike was made 
late Thursday evening and before 
the drill could be removed the oil 
began flowing and before the well 
could be capped 
a lake of oil ten 


inches deep was formed all around 
the well. At 7 o'clock the well was 
finally capped and turned into the 
tanks. This well is the Studabaker 
well No. 15. On the farm there are 
fifteen wells and thirteen of them are 
good producers. 


A well producing 1,750 barrels in 


twelve hours makes what is known 
as a 3,500-barrel well. A 100-baml 
well is considered good.

IN ADAMS COUNTY. 


Well on. Studebaker Farm East oi 


Berne Shows a Record ol 


3,000 Bands Daily. 


Berne, Ind., March 1.—The best oil 


producer in this part of the country 
was struck on the Studebafcer farm, 
four miles east of this place, Thurs- 
day evening. The well flowed with- 
out shooting 1,750 barrels of oil in 
twelve hours. From 7 o'clock last 
evening until 7 this morning seven 
250 barrel tanks were filled.

On the farm there are 
fifteen wells and thirteen of them are 
good producers. 


A well producing 1,750 barrels in 


twelve hours makes what is known 
as a 3,500-barrel well. A 100-barrel 
well is considered good.

FOUNDRYMEN GO TO BELOIT 


AGENTS HOLD OUT ENTICING 


PROMISES TO THE MEN. 


The Northern Pacific 
and Great 


Northern interests have closed a deal 
for a new through line to the Pacific 
coast. English and American capi- 
talists, headed by Lord Thurlow and 
George H. Proctor, of New York, will 
build an 800-mile road from Eureka, 
CaL, to Weiser, Idaho. CProm their 
main lines the Great Northern-North- 
ern Pacific interests will build toward 
the same point from the north. 


An entirely new territory, rich in 


forests, mines, agriculture and cattle 
ranches will be tapped. It will give 
the merger interests control of the 
finest 'harbor on the Pacific coast not 
already occupied by railroads. 
It 


will *be a winter route over which 
much of the oriental traffic can be 
sent when, snow blockades and heavy 
trafilc make the more northerly lines 
too expensive to operate to their full 
capacity. 


The deal by which the two interests 


were brought into conjunction was 
effected Wednesday in New York. 
Lord Thurlow, who was in Chicago 
at the Auditorium hotel for several 
hours yesterday, announced the suc- 
cess of the transaction. The plan 
will involve 
an 
outlay 
of $25,- 


000,000. 


"The contracts for the 
construc- 


tion of the road were let to Brake & 
Stratton, of New York, just before I 
left," said (Lord Thurlow, who is in 
Chicago. "I am oa my way now to 
ialifornia. 
OSIr, Proctor is with me. 


The -Finance company, as we are to -be 
called, includes besides Mr. 'Proctor 
and myself, Henry (B, Twombly, a 
nephew of the Vanderbilts and asso- 
ciated with them; [Robert Gibson, 
William B. A. Wilson, 
associated 


with President Clements, of the But- 
land road, and W. C. McDermott, of 
Jersey City. 


"The road will be called the Eureka 


and Eastern. It will open up "a vast 
territory rich in timber and coal, 
gold and copper mines. 
OFrom the 


Shasta county (Cal.) mines alone, of 
which J. K. Belamar is owner, thous- 
ands of tons of ore are transported 
by wagons daily. Our road will tap 
these mines and will carry all this 
ore. 


"Jffr. Proctor and myself have been 


in consultation with Mr. Hill and 
Mr. Harriman for several weeks, 
reaching an agreement only Wednes- 
day. The Great Northern will be ex- 
tended down to Weiser, where 
the 


Eureka and Eastern will meet it. 
The two roads will act in conjunc- 
tion and Jlr. Hill's interests will be 
ours. The terms of the agreement I 
am not at liberty to divulge—in fact, 
this is the first announcement I have 
made that the deal has been effected.'1 


Lord Thurlow was enthusiastic in 


describing the prospects of the en- 
terprise. He said 
further: 
"The 


Eureka (Cal.) harbor on Humboldt 
bay is one of the best on the Pacific 
coast. The government has just ex- 
pended $1,700,000 on it in improve- 
ments, making it accessible to the 
largest ocean vessels. It' is the only 
big harbor on the Pacific coast be- 
tween Portland, Ore*, and San Pran- 
cisco. 


"The annual imports and exports 


from the port of Eureka are valued 
at $6,000,000, and the city is the 
only one of its size in the world 
which at present has no outside rail- 
road connections. 
The number of 


people our road will serve reaches 
close to 250,000. 


"Three surveys have been, made 


for the road and the one we have

'or a new through line to the Pacific 
coast. English and American capi- 
:ahsts, headed by Lord Thurlow aud 
George H. Proctor, of New York, will 
build an 800-mile road from Eureka, 
Cal., to Welser, Idaho. From their 
main lines the Great Northern-North- 
ern Pacific interests will build toward 
the same point from the north. 


An entirely new territory, rich in 


forests, mines, agriculture nnd cattle htlp. 
ranches will be tapped. It will give 
the merger interests control of the 
finest harbor on the Pacific coast not 
already occupied by 
railroads. 
It 


will be a winter route over which 
much of the oriental traffic can be 
s«nt when snow blockades and heavy 
traffic make the more northerly lines 
too expensive to operate to 'their full 
capacity. 


The deal by which the two interests 


were brought into conjunction was 
effected Wednesday in New York 
Lord Thurlow, who was In Chicago 
at the Auditorium hotel for severa 
hours yesterday, announced the sue 
cess of tho transaction. The plan 
will involve 
an 
outlay 
of $25, 


000,000.

tion of the road were let to Drake & 
Stratton, of New York, just before I 
left," said vLord Thurlow, who is in 
Chicago. "I am on my way now to 
California. Mr. Proctor is with me. 
The 'Finance company, as we are to -be 
called, includes besides Mr. 'Proctor 
and myself, Henry B. Twombly, a 
nephew of the "Vanderbilts and asso- 
ciated with them; [Robert Gibson, 
William 
R. 'A. Wilson, associated 


with President Clements, of the Rut- 
land road, and W. C. McDermott, of 
Jersey City. 


"The road will be called the Eureka 


and Eastern. It will open up'a vast 
territory rich in timber and coal, 
gold and copper mines.

Shasta county (Cal.) mines alone, of 
which J. E. Delamar is owner, thous- 
ands of tons of ore are transported 
by wagons daily. Our road will tap 
these mines and will carry all this 
ore. 


"Mr. Proctor and myself have been

Eureka and Eastern 
will meet it. 


The two roads will act in conjunc- 
tion and Mr. Hill's interests will be 
ours.

Lord Thurlow was enthusiastic in

on all sides the seats rise, tier above 
tier, until you count forty elevations, 
or galleries, as I shall see fit to call 
them, in which sat the senators, the 
kings, and the 25,000 excited spec- 
tators* At the sides of the arena, 
and under the galleries, are the 
cages in which the lions and tigers 
are kept without food, until, frenzied 
with hunger and thirst, they are let 
out 
tipou some poor victim, who, 


with his sword and alone, is con- 
demned to meet them* I think that 
Paul himself once stood in suck a 
place, and that it was not only fig- 
uratiVely, but literally, that he had 
"fought with the beasts of Ephesus." 


The gala day has come. From all 


the world the people are pouring into 
Verona. Men, Tjromeji and children, 
orators and senators, great men and 
small, thousands 
upon thousands 


come, until tho first gallery is full, 
and the second, the third, the fourth, 
the fifth—all the 'way up to the 
twentieth, all 
the way up to the 


thirtieth, all the way up to the for- 
tieth. 
Every place is filled. Im- 


mensity of audience sweeping 
the 


•great circle. Silence! The time for 
the contest has come. A Roman offi- 
cial leads forth the victim into the 
arena. Let him get his sword, with 
firm grip, into his right hand. The 
25,000 sit breathlessly watching. I 
hear the door at the side of the arena 
creak open. Out plunges the half- 
starved lion, his tongue a thirst fcr 
blood, and, with a roar that brings 
all the gallery 
to 
their feet, he 


rushes against the sword of the com- 
batant. Do you know how strong a 
stroke a man will strike when his 
life depends upon the fiist thrust of 
his blade? The wild beast, lame and 
bleeding, slinks back toward the side 
of the arena; then, rallying his wast- 
ing strength, he comes up with fierc- 
er eye and more terrible roar than 
ever, only to be driven back with a 
fatal wound, while the combatant 
comes in with stroke after shoke, 
until the monster is dead at his feet, 
and the 35,000 
people clap their 


hands and utter a shout that makes 
the city tremble. 


Sometimes tlie audience came to 


see a race; sometimes to see gladia- 
tors fight each other, until the peo- 
ple, 
compassionate for the fallen, 


turned their thumbs up as an appeal 
that the vanquished "be spared; and 
sometimes the combat was with wild 
beasts. 


^o one of the Boman ampin theatii- 


cal audiences of 100,000 people Paul 
refers when he says: "We are com- 
passed •about with so great a cloud 
of witnesses."

A very interesting and highly sug- 


gestive study of the drink problem 
is presented in a late number of the 
Fortnightly Ileview, London, by ,1. Holt 
Schooling, a professional statistician 
of 20 years' experience iu tabulating 
the reports made by governments. So 
large a proportion of the revenue of 
states is now raised by a tax upon 
wines and liquors that it is not easy 
to misrepresent the facts. We have 
not "estimates" or "impressions," but 
official data prepared by appointees of 
the governments whose duty it is to 
see that each product is duly taxe'd. 
And from these reports, Mr. School- 
ing clearly shows that the more the 
use of malt or fermented liquors is 
encouraged the more rapid becomes 
the consumption of rum, whisky, gin 
and brandy. This destroys the theory 
upon which the Herman beer-bouts 
have been recently introduced into the 
schools of Hoston and Cambridge. In 
the year 1900 the beer consumption of 
Germany was 57*5 gallons per capita; 
in America, 13.0. Of course we ought 
to find that the beer "drove out** dis- 
tilled liquors. On the contrary, we 
discover that the German demanded 
1.9 gallons of spirits per capita'lo the 
1.1 consumed in America. Jn France, 
"one of those wine-producing conn- 
tries where," travelers 
assure us 


"there is no drunkenness," there were 
consumed 25.4 gallons of wine per cap* 
ita, and more spirits than in Germany, 
nearly twice as much as in the United 
States. These facts arc just as patent 
as those of population, or import and 
export; but nevertheless the profes- 
sors and tutors who Have a weakness 
for mugs and bottles will go on as- 
suring the innocent public that Uie 
only way to keep a boy from whisky 
is to fil! him up with beer. Mr. School 
ing in the article referred to attributes 
the present commercial supremacy of 
America to "the relative sobriety of 
her workmen." Yot if our brewery 
syndicates and their learned apold 
gists can have their way for a few 
years, both that sobriety and Its re- 
sultant industrial triumph will disap- 
pear.—Chicago Interior.

Legal action against intemperate 


drinking1 is by no means u new idea, 
and the Chinese, though generally re* 
parded as the most temperate race on 
earth, were first in this, it seems, as 
in so many other movements that have 
been considered as modern. Long be- 
fore the birth of Solomon warnings 
against intemperance were common 
Sn the literature and laws of China. In 
the year 2285 B. C., a man was banished 
by the emperor because lie had in- 
vented an alcoholic drink from rice. 
In 2205 B, C. Kmperor Vu refused to 
drink wine, for, he said: 
"In after 


ages there will be those who through 
wine will lose their kingdoms." 
Un 


Wang, the next emperor, punished 
drunkenness by death, Jn 206 B. C 
the penalty for that ofVense was a fine 
instead of death. After many changes 
in the laws regulating the sale of drink 
and the punishment of drunkards, in 
1279 B, C. all liquor makers were ban- 
ished from China.

Scorning honest labor, refusing to 
accept any official position 'because 
of the paltry salary attached, snub- 
bing and insulting congressmen and 
senators, Pnyne Todd soon found 
(himself socially ostracised, iu spite
